LONDON, Feb. 1.—Rt. Rev. Ed- | 

ard Stuart Talbot, Britain’s oldest 
bishop and father of the man after 
whom the famous “Toc H” was/| 
founded, died here yesterday at the 
age of 89. 

Bishop Talbot, author and scholar, 
was born in 1844 and was educated

University. In 1892 he was appoint- 
ed chaplain to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and in 1894 became!

JUSTICE, NOT ALMS 

Premier Pattullo of British Columbia, speak- 
ing in Montreal, said the western premiers “only 
came down to Ottawa because the federal 
Government controls credit and finance.” They 
were not there as beggars, but to ask that the 
Dominion provide the financial facilities these 
provinces could provide for themselves if given 
the legislative power. 

It will be well if that tempered statement of 
the case is given the attention it deserves. The 
implications are plain enough to those who have 
courage to face the situation. If the western 
provinces are not given the financial leeway 
they need, that will be because they are denied 
a right, not because they are refused a favor at 
the expense of the other provinces. 

The west could manage its own financial 
affairs, a good deal better than these have been 
managed by the money barons who control the 
money and credit policy of the Dominion, 

Judiging from the conditions into which the 
western people have been plunged, they 
couldn't manage them worse if they tried. 


THIS “STRONGLY 
APPROVED?” 
In the speech which the Governor General 


was advised to read at the opening of parlia-

“The representatives of the various provinces 
strongly approved of the arrangements made by 
my Government to care for single, unemployed, 
homeless men in camps until such time as they 
could be absorbed in industry, by providing 
them with employment on undertakings for 
the national good”’—at 20 cents per day plus 
board, should have been added, but was not. 

The legislatures of the provinces, which will 
be swinging into their sessional activities in the 
coming days, should be interested in this de- 
claration that the ministers who represented 
them at the conference at Ottawa thus asso- 
ciated themselves with the policy of the Dom- 
inion Government in establishing 20 cents per 
day plus board as a fit and proper rate of 
remuneration for men employed in constructing 
roads—and therefore as a fair rate for unskilled 
labor employed in private enterprise. 

A good deal has been heard in the last three 
years about the necessity of maintaining a 
decent standard of living in Canada, creating a 
better social crder than has existed in the past, 
and distributing purchasing power through the 
medium of the pay envelope. The legislatures 
might enquire how it is proposed to accomplish 
these ends through a base rate of 20 cents per 
day for unskilled labor. 


NOT BEING BOUND 

The international advisory wheat commis- 
sion at London says that while Russia refuses 
to be bound by a “quota,” it has “co-operated 
fully in other activities of the commission.” 

Meaning, apparently, that while Russia re- 
fuses to bind itself as to the amount of wheat 
it will export, it is “co-operating” in the effort 
to induce other exporting ‘countries to limit 
their shipments, and probably also in the effort 
to get the great importing countries to relax 
their restrictions against foreign wheat. 

In both which activities hearty co-operation 
from Moscow was to be looked for. If Canada 
and the other exporters will agree to keep 
wheat off the world markets, importing coun- 
tries agree to ease their restrictions against 
wheat, while Russia remains free to sell as much 
as it can spare, the situation will be fine 
from the Moscow point of view. Anything the 
Soviet can do to help bring about that happy 
arrangement it will do with alacrity and en- 
thusiasm. 

But, the advisory commission conjectures, 
Russia cannot benefit much from the situation 
because it has not much wheat to export. In 
which matter the advisory commission may be 
assuming information it does not possess. 
Russia has pulled a few surprises on the world 
in recent years in the business of exporting 
wheat, Guessing how much wheat that coun- 
try has, and how much it can get along with- 
out, is like guessing what the weather will be 
like in Alberta next week. Mr. Stalin is not in 
the habit of telling all that he knows and 
intends, 

The one important piece of information dis- 
closed by the commission is that Moscow is 
keeping itself free to ship when, where, and as 
much wheat as it wants to. 


THE ISSUE DRAWN 
An address in reply to the Speech from the 
Throne is in reality an expression of confidence 
in the government of the day. In appearance 
it is an acknowledgement on the part of the

legislature of the message with which the 
representative of the King has been pleased to 
greet the members. Actually it is an expres- 
sion of approval of the policies outlined in the 
speech, policies originated and applied by the 
premier who composed the speech. 

Instead of the customary congratulatory 
reply to the Speech with which parliament was 
opened, the leader of the Opposition proposed 
that parliament should “Submit to Your Ex- 
cellency that Your Excellency’s present advisers 
do not possess the confidence of this House or of 
the country.” 

That is a direct “want of confidence” motion. 
If it were adopted it would be the duty of the 
Government to forthwith resign or call a gen- 
eral election, Failure to do the one or the other 
would be open defiance of parliament, the 
inevitable result of which would be that the 
Government would be voted out on the first 
opportunity. In practice that would not have 
to be done. The Governor General would be 
bound to instruct Mr. Bennett to either quit 
office or go to the country, once parliament thus 
declared its want of confidence. 

There is little likelihood that parliament will 
endorse the amendment and thus force the 
issue. This will be voted down, and the address 
in reply adopted, probably by the customary 
Government majority. 

In the circumstances that will deceive no- 
body into supposing the Government supporters 
are enamoured of the policies of wreck and ruin 
which have helped to bring the country to its 
present pass. The case simply is that having 
supported those policies in the past the Govern- 
ment members may, and probably will, decide 
to stick together and go down with the ship, 
rather than break with the Government to 
champion the rights of their constituents. 

As to what “the country” thinks of the 
matter there is hardly room for doubt. It lost 
confidence in the Government two years ago, 
and has progressed steadily to a positive con- 
viction that there is little prospect, hope or 
chance of recovery until the ministry and. its 
policies of disaster are got rid of. 

Not often in Canadian history have members 
of parliament faced so squarely the choice be- 
tween party solidarity and public interests as 
the Conservative members of the House of 
Commons are facing that choice today.

In how many of the 
Dominions could the same boast be made with 
equal truth? 


I've been reading of the time when someone 
told Lord Northcliffe to “go to Hell.” It was 
not one of the exasperated members of his 
staff. It was a little white-haired Welshman 
named Lloyd George who did it. The gentle- 
man who gave the advice to the newspaper 
magnate has admitted so. Lord Northcliffe 
didn’t act on the suggestion. There's no statute 
compelling any man to go to hell, even when 
the Premier of Britain gives the order. North- 
cliffe having been given the credit for ousting 
Asquith and installing Lloyd George in his place 
could only content himself with ignoring his 
favorite. 

Northcliffe had wanted to go to the Peace 
Conference as a delegate for Britain. He had 
played a great part in the winning of the war. 
He had defied the War Office and public opinion 
—-the Daily Mail and the Times were publicly 
burned on the London Stock Exchange for their 
attack on Kitchener over the shortage of high 
explosive shells—to force the establishment of a 
Munitions Ministry with Lloyd George at its 
head. He had forced Asquith out of public life 
and brought about a Union war government 
under Lloyd George. He left his own businesses 
to go to United States in 1917, at the request of 
Lloyd George to organize munition supply 
agencies. When he returned to England months 
later he was offered and declined a post in the 
Cabinet as Air Minister. He agitated for the 
creation of an Allied War Council, and refused 
the offer by Lloyd George of a seat in the 
Cabinet and charge of the War Office. 

When the War Cabinet decided to start a 
propaganda campaign Northcliffe, at Lloyd 
George's invitation, became its director. His 
work was so effective that the Cologne Gazette 
said that when Asquith and Lloyd George 
should come to the Judgment Seat, Christ 
would say “Father, forgive them, for they knew 
not what they did,” but that when Northcliffe 
should come He would look the other way. 

Having refused two war portfolios to do 
better work in his own field, it wasn’t surpris- 
ing that Northcliffe should think himself en- 
titled to become a peace delegate on request. 


The war was over. Lloyd George was in 
the saddle. This is the version of the incident 
as told by Lloyd George himself: 

When Northcliffe asked me to put him 
on the Peace Delegation I told him to go to 
hell. I broke with Northcliffe. I refused 
absolutely to have him at the Peace Confer- 
ence. I put up with him for four years, 
The break had come—when he wanted to 
dictate to me. As Prime Minister I could 
not have it. Northcliffe thought he could 
run the country. I could not allow that.... 
Northcliffe was a great man—but he could 
not be allowed to dominate the Prime 
Minister. 

Tom Clarke, one of Northcliffe’s editors who 
tells of the incident in his “My Northcliffe 
Diary,” adds: 

The quarrel between these two great 
men, both equally anxious to win the peace 
as well as the war, was, it seems to me, 
inevitable from the outset of their associa- 
tion. Each, I feel, thought he had the other 
in his pocket. Each had something in his 
make-up of the dictator, and had resent- 
ment of rival authority. With the war over 
and won, Lloyd George, hailed as our man 
of victory, with authority and prestige 
beyond challenge, had no need to consider 
“give and take’ with any would-be news- 
paper dictator. He was definitely, for the 
time being “on top.” 

There are politicians in all parts of the world 
—Canada included—who having attained power 
with journalistic help, proceed to ignore the 
help that made them, You'll have to search 
history a little further than I have to get an 
example of prompter and more ruthless dis- 
missal than this of Lloyd George—immediately 
the war was ended—consigning to hell the man 
who had used his enormous influence to piace 
him in power as a war-time premier. 

Northcliffe was ruthless himself to ineffi- 
ciency, as he was lavishly generous to those 
in his service who could “deliver the goods,” 
One “letter” which is reproduced is a gem of 
force and brevity. It reads: 

My dear Tom Clarke 

FiO 60000 he 

Chief. 

Even Lord “Jacky” Fisher, the pride of the 
middle deck, came in for Northeliffe’s opposi- 
tion, and was removed from the post of First 
Sea Lord. In due course there was an agitation 


for Lord Fisher's return to the Admiralty. 
Northcliffe sent Fisher a volume of Bacon's 
Essays and requested him to read that on 


“Youth and Old Age.” Northcliffe had under- 
lined all the references to old age 

Fisher promptly sent for The Times naval 
correspondent and in round sea language de 
manded to know “what the b——~ h—— it all 
meant.” 

The correspondent professed ignorance and 
suggested returning the volume, which Fisher 
did—after underlining all the references to 
youth in the essay.

to Get Food Calcium 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Due to the many thousands of direct letters 
written to me personally by readers of my 
health articles in newspapers all over the 
United States and in Canada, I am in a posi- 
tion to know what food subject most of you 


are finding of the greatest interest. I realize 
that many of you want to 
know more about food min- 


erals and particularly about 
calcium. The ordinary diet 
may lack this food mineral 
to such an extent that the av- 
erage person is really starved 
for calcium. 

Calcium is present in 
natural foods, but, unfortun- 
ately, man has learned to re- 
fine and devitalize many of 
his foods in order to make

them keep better or to make them look better. 
Unquestionably, a person who lives chiefly on 


refined foods will not get enough calcium; 
however, calcium is present in a great many 
natural foods and you have only to reach out 
and take them in order to get all that you need. 

There is more calcium found in the body 
than any other single food mineral. Calcium is 
used to build bone and teeth, and this food 
mineral plays a part in helping your blood to 
clot after you have been wounded. Calcium 
also helps to regulate your heart beat. How 
your nerves behave depends to a great extent 
on the calcium you have in your blood as cal- 
cium controls the irritability and excitability 
of the nerves. Another food mineral called 
sodium makes the nerves irritable and cal- 
cium soothes them, or you might say that so- 
dium acts as a starter and calcium as a brake. 
If your nerves are jumpy and you find that you 
are irritable, possibly you do not get enough 
food calcium in your diet. While you need 
calcium to build bone, it is also required for 
the blood and brain and you could, therefore, 
call calcium a bone, blood and brain builder. 

In addition to its own work, calcium acts as 
a controller or stabilizer for other minerals and 
has a remarkable power to correct anything 
that may be wrong with them, whether it is 
due to too much or too little of the others being 
present. While too little calcium in your food 
may cause you a great deal of harm, if you 
get too much of this food mineral, your body 
simply throws out the extra supply and no 
damage is done. 

One of the most striking results of not 
enough calcium in the body is a softening of 
the bones and teeth. Other factors enter into 
the calcium question. For example, you may 
actually get plenty of the calcium into your 
body through the mouth but it may not be used 
in the right way to build bone. One cause of 
this is that the intestine does not soak up 
calcium as it should. Another cause of lack of 
ability to make good use of calcium may be 
that there is not sufficient vitamin “D” in the 
body as this is the vitamin which enables you 
to use calcium and to hold it in your bones and 
teeth, You may get vitamin “D” in various 
ways; you may secure it in your food which 
absorbs the vitamin through being grown in 
sunlight or from special foods rich in vitamin 
“D.” Or your body can make vitamin “D” for 
you if you will allow enough sunlight to strike 
the bare skin. Many people are now getting 
this vitamin by taking ultra-violet ray treat- 
ments under the sun lamps now on the market. 


Some of the foods rich in calcium are: 
Oranges, cheese, milk, eggs, turnips, beets, car- 
rots, prunes, lettuce, red cherries, apples, cot- 


tage cheese, asparagus, spinach, tomatoes and 
many other foods, 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—From Dastrop, La.: “I find it 
rather hard to get the spinach and asparagus 
which you recommend during the winter time. 
Could I use home canned yegetables instead, 
such as string beans, small peas, tomatoes and 
carrots? These have been canned with very lit- 
tle seasoning.” 

ANSWER —It is all right to use the home 
canned vegetables which you list as long as 
you have them on hand, as I consider them 
wholesome. You will find that you are able to 
secure both canned spinach and asparagus, and 
I would suggest that you use these foods in the 
commercially canned form. 

QUESTION—“A hopeful Mother” from Phil- 
adelphia, Pa. writes “My daughters are aged 
eight and ten and they still wet the bed.

On this date, in 1890, there died 
at Toronto, J. G. Howard, archi- 
tect and civil engineer. His name 
does not mean much to people 
outside of that city, but Toron- 
tonians daily pay tribute to him 
when they visit High Park, 
city’s great west-end playground,

of Howard to the people of his | 


adopted town. It would have been 
called “Howard Park” had not 
the donor forbidden, and the only 
acknowledgment to him is that a 
street leading into the park bears 
his name. 

Early in life he was apprentic- 
ed to a London firm of architects; 
hours were long; pay was nil; and 
prospects were poor, yet Howard 


might have stayed in London to | 


become a mere draughtsman but 
for the intervention of Cupid. 
He fell in love with the daughter 
of a city merchant; his love wa: 
returned; but a stern parent in- 
tervened; and Howard was down- 
cast. He determined to leave 
Engiand; he got a letter of intro- 
duction to Sir John Colborne 
lieutenant governor of Up- 
per Canada, and in due course 
reached York. The future To- 
ronto was in the dumps; there 
was little prospect for a budding

Later he prospered in business, 
went home, married the girl of 
his heart, brought her to Canada 
and they lie side by side in one 
grave outside Colborne Lodge, | 
his residence in the park. | 

Their grave is surrounded by a | 
railing with romantic history. 
Reading an English paper one day 
at Toronto, Howard saw a state- 
ment that the old railing which 
had been around St. Paul's | 
cathedral in London had been re- 
moved and sent to a junk dealer 
He at once cabled an order for | 
its purchase, followed by a letter 
of instructions. The iron was | 
packed and placed on a ship for 
Quebec. She was driven ashore 
on Anticosti. When Howard heard | 
this he hastened to Quebec, secur- | 
ed a boat with divers, sailed | 
down to the wreck and recovered | 
a good deal of the iron. He could | 
not get it all.

plain dried beef. Used for a des- 
sert with a filling or with a sauce 
poured over them they reduce the 
amount of sugar in the menu to an 
appreciable degree. Popovers pip- 
ing hot from the oven served with 
fresh maple syrup make a_ deli- 
ciously seasonal early spring des- 
sert.
